Herbert Clay Speaks.

“Going through the record,” 
he esaid, “I have found nothing 
against Bob Waggoner. I almost 
feel that I should ask you to honor 
him, not to vindicate him. 

“T have nothing against John Boy- 
kin. He ought to go before a fo- 
rum of people and admit that he 
made a mistake. The evidence 
does ‘not warrant the charges he 
made.. He has done some food 
things, but he went too far, when 
he had power.” 

Henry W. Grady received a tri- 
bute from Attorney Clay, who call- 
ed him “the man who broke the 
ice on the Mason and Dixon line.” 

“Bob Waggoner comes from the 
real people of Georgia. He has 
given his life and service to the 
police work, and achieved the rank 
of lieutenant. Do we want to take 
away without evidence what now is 
more @€ecious to him than gold? 
Can you gentlemen of the commit- 
tee tear down this life of work? 

“an officer of the,law has the 
hardest time for the least money 
of any man on earth.” 

Mr. Clay said he would never ap- 
pear in behalf of a man who would 
connive “in the devilish liquor traf- 
fic,” and expressed his conviction 
in Lieutenant Waggoner’s honesty. 

Referring to the liquor trade, he 
said that if the police had had eight 
men as good and as active as De- 
tectives Payne and West, the liquor 
runners would have been put out of 
the city.

OR LARGER NAVY 
“SENATE PROVIDES 


Upper House Votes for 
120,000 Personnel, Advo- 
cates of Economy Losing 
All Along. Line. : 


Washington, May 24.—The econo- 
my drive against the $495,vuvu,¢00 
naval appropriation bill was shat- 
tered in the senate today when 
mainy increases recommended by 
the naval committee were adopted. 

By a vote of 45 to 23 the senate 
adopted a committee amendment op- 
posed vigorously by the economy 
forces, providing for a personnel of 
120,000 men as against 100,000 au- 
thorized by the house. Afterward, 
in quick succession and without de- 
mands from the economy advocates 
for roll calls, committee amend- 
ments calling for increases aggre- 
gating about $43,500,000 were ap- 
proved. 

The roll call on the navy per- 
sonnel apparently, broke the at- 
tack of senators who have been 
fighting to overturn the increases 
ecommended by ‘the naval com- 
mittee. The way also was paved 
for passage of the bill tomorrow 
or Thursday after prospective 
adoption.of the Borah amendment 
for a disarmament conference. 

Many Restore Items. 


There were reports today of nego- 
tiations looking to restoration of 
appropriations for a new Pacific 
coast base at Alameda, Cal., and 
for continuing dry dock’‘and dredg- 
ing projects at Charleston, S.C. 
Whether these negotiations figured 
in the vote today sustainir.g the 
committee increases was not dis- 
closed. 

Party lines were broken in the 
vote on fixing the naval personnel 
at 12Q000. Thirteen republicans 
voted to hold. the personnel to 
100,000, but the loss of these re- 
publicans to the committee pro- 
visions was offset by fourteen 
democrats who voted to keep 
120,000 men in the navy. 

Among the comniittee Increases 
adopted were $15,377,000 for pay of 
personnel, $5,800,000 for reserve 
forces, $8,783,000 for provisioning 
$7,500,000 for fuel and its trans- 
portation, and $5,000,000 for marine 
corps’ quartermaster’s corps. Near-

of the engineér.”

Belfast, May 24.—The whole of 
Ulster, which has been setthing with 
excitement al} day long over the 
election of candidates to the new 
parliament which only unionists 
will attend, if they secure the neces- 
sary majority,—a foregone conclu- 
sion—is a regular babel this eve- 
ning, with extreme tension in some 
quarters. From early morning it 
has been the task of the workers 
of the unionists, nationalists and 
Sinn Feiners to get every one of 
their supporters to the polis, with 
the result that there has beem an 
unprecedented rusk of motor cars 
through the streets and harangu- 
ing ‘of Voters, raising passions to 
fever heaf. 

In all sections where protestants 
and Catholics live side by side there 
have been “incidents” whicn re- 
quired the attention of the police. 
Bally Mascarret, despite the fact 
that Catholics were largely driven 
from its confines last July, proved 
to be the hottest ‘corner of the 
city. 


BOTH PARLIAMENTS 
NOW IN FORCE. 

London, May 24.—With the Ulster 
elections concluded both the north 
and the South of Ireland will have 
their own parliaments, recognized 
of the British government, and a 
Peculiar feature of the situation 
is that the defiant dail eireann, or 
rebel southern parliament, is the 
recognized parliaiment as well. Its 
leader, Eamon De -Valera, will be 
recognized also as the spokesman 
of the recognized parliament. 

Although Sian Fein remains ada- 
mant ip its refusal to permit its 
duly elected representatives func- 
tion as the southern parliamen 
under the home rule act; 
members, being. elected through 
processes prescribed by the act, wiil 
be regarded by the British gov- 
ermment as the southern legislature 
until July 12. By that time if 
these members still refuse to take 
the oath the king will appoint a 
legislative assembly.

To Get Good Home 


Confidence Expressed by 
Father Before Death Justi- 
fied by Developments.

The confidence expressed by 
James W. Wadsworth in the death 
note he penned before he killed his 
wife and then turned the same pis- 
tol on himself, that God would pro- 
vide a safety end a refuge for their 
child, has been justified. Little 
14-months-old John William. Wads- 
worth, who saw the whole tragic 
business of Monday afternoon at 407 
Courtland street, will be taken care 
of by either the family of the slain 
mother or that of the brain-tortured 
father. 

And there will be no family feud 
or lawsuit or quarrel about the pos- 
session of the baby, either. We “ea 
Wadsworth, of Hartsville, S. C., a 
brother of the dead man, and J. D. 
King, the father of the slain wife, 
have lost whatever bitterness might 
have been in their hearts as a re- 
sult of the tragedy in a wealth of 
sympathy and love for the smiling 
little boy, who remained cooing 
and crowing in that house of déath, 
while a coroner's jury decided on a 
formal verdict according to the laws 
of Georgia, that the mother had been 
slain, ‘that: the - father was the 
slayer, and that he, in turn, had 
taken his own life. 

The inquest was held Tuesday 
afternoon at 4:30 o'clock by Paul 
Dagehoo, corner*of Fulton county, 
at the funeral: parlors of Dodnehoo 
& Bazemore. After the verdict had 
been returned the members of' the 
family took up the question of the 
future’ of ‘John: William. “We'd be 
mighty gladto take him and give 
him a good home,” said the brother 
of the, suicide. “My wife and my- 
self can care for him, and would 
love to,” said the grandfather. 

“We won't have any trouble about 
it,” said King. “The thing I Want 
is for the baby to have a good 
home and a chance to grow up to b 
a good man.” 

“That’s what we want,” said the 
grandfather. ee : 

It was then decided ‘to leave the

No explanation of the tragedy 
was offered at the inquest. Wit- 
nésses testified that Wadsworth was 
in good financial condition, while 
others declared that he had always 
been ‘a bountiful provider for his 
family.

Paris, May 24.—Aristide Briand, 
weakened by attacks on all sides, 
opposition from the direct-action- 
ists, ridicule from the socialists, 
may remain as premier of France, 
but it wjll be by a smaller major- 
ity, and on probation only. 

Already, as a result of the day’s 
debate in the chamber, where the 
little Breton premier fought for 
his policies until sheer exhaustion 
forced him to: lean upon the speak- 
er’s tribune, former President Ray- 
mond Poincare looms up on the 
horizon as “the next premier.” 

It is apparently the concensus of 
the chamber that Briand should be 
permitted to remain until June 1, 
when Germany is due to pay twelve 
billion gold marks, and if then Bri- 
and talters in ordering an advance 
into the Ruhr, if Germany is de- 
linquent, his overthrow is a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Between Two Factions. 

Brian, during this debate, seemed 
tu range himself betwen two fac- 
tions, not catering sufficiently to 
France’s distrust of Great Britain, 
nor yet to the war-cemented hatred 
of Germany. And he was still con- 
demned by the socialists because he 
dared call the class of 1919 to the 
colors. 

Briand summed up the results of 
his policy’ as “Germany's accep- 
tance of the role of the vanquished 
people, and acknowledgment of 
the German debt.” 

“Isn't it something that we have 
obtained that by showing force and 
without having to employ it?’ he 
asked. 

In a heated tilt with Andre Tar- 
dieu, the premier denied having in- 
structed Dubois, the French mem- 
ber of the reparations commission, 
to recede from the original indem- 
nity figures. 

“Dubois preferred to accept @ 
much lower figure rather than to 
diminish our authority in the fu- 
ture,” he declared.

Wednescday without voting, after-

Ten thousand hearts beat faster 
for Atlanta, for Georgia, for the 
south and for these United States 
of America Tuesday afternoon when 
a multitude gathered at the monu- 
ment of Henry Woodfin Grady to 
pay new tribute to his life and 
deeds. Tuesday, May 24, was the 
anniversary of his birth—in the 
year 1850. He died in '89, young in 
years, old in accomplishment. 

The traffic at the busy intersec- 
tion of Forsyth and Marietta was 
stopped, and the place of the ac- 
customed bustle and hurry of ve- 
hicles and pedestrians there was a 
still throng of thousands who had 
come to do their Grady honor. The 
ceremonies were simple, flowers bee 
ing placed in abundance enough to 
conceal the entire base of the shaft. 
When the speaker of the occasion, 


Johh H. Atwood, prominent attor- 
ney of KanSag City, Mo., mounted 


the improvised rostrum, the monu- 
ment of Grady was cascaded with 
wreaths; a snow storm of blossoms 
seemed to have chosen the stone 
for its resting place and banked 
about the base and up the sides un- 
til flowers fell away in sweet pro- 
fusion. 
Americanism is Keynote, 


Americanism was the keynote of 
Mr. Atwood’s address, but it was 
not the Americanism we have heard 
from so many gtump speakers and 
corner orators. It was the Ameri- 
canism of logic, of tradition and of 
Grady. The south Is the cradle 
of that quality, declared the orator 
of the occasion, and the day will 
come when the solid patriotism of 
the south must balance the whims 
and unrest of the country. Mr. At- 
wood appealed for a new infusion 
of brotherhood in the land and de- 
cried clashes between Interest and 
GJasses. 

Wise was the head that decided 
simplicity would mean impressive- 
ness. There wasnothing ostentae 
tious about the exercises, no hollow 
glorifying. The address was entire- 
ly suited. The speaker’s words had 
in them the understanding of sec- 
tional agreement that Grady would 
have admired; there were flights of 
fancy, but they were solidly found- 
ed and not meaningless. The very 
platform itself carried out the ideal 
of a simple gay of tribute. It did 
not hold the conventional semi- 
circle of dignitaries. The governor 
of the state and the mayor of the 
town kept their places in the crowd, 
Lee Ashcraft, president of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, who 
introduced the speaker, and Mr. At- 
wood were the only occupants :of 
the platform. 

Expectancy and relief are the two 
biggest elements in the psycho- 
logy _of crowds such as this. The

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ARMY COMMANDS 


10 CHANGE SOON 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, May 24.—During the 
next six weeks numerous changes 
will occur in important commands 
within the United States army. 

On July 1, General Pershing as- 
sumes active direction of the dual 
work of chief of staff and head of 
the newly created general headquar- 
ters, Between now and July 1, also, 
new assignments to eommand of 
some of the most important posts 
in the army will be made, unusually 
important because of the interna- 
tional situation. 

In the first place, Genera] Har- 
bord, now in command’ of troops on 
the Mexican border, will be succeed- 
ed in command of those forces be- 
cause of the fact that on July 1, he 
comes to Washington as chief exec- 
utive to Chief of Staff Perghing. 
Harbord will, in reality, be chief 
of staff because Pershing is to de- 
vote most of his time to forming the 
skeleton general héadquarters or- 
ganization which will be built so as 
to permit of easy and rapid expan- 
sion in eVent of war. 

Mexican Post Big. 

The Mexican bofder assignment 
today is an important one because 
of the uncertainty existing in the 
Mexican situation and it may be 
assumed that Harbord’s successor 
in the south will be an officer trains 
ed and experienced in active serv- 
ice. 

Of no less importance, because 
of the international situation, will 
be new assignments to the com- 
mand of American forces on the 
Hawaiian islands and to the post of 
weStern division commander. Both 
of these commands will open by 
July 1, General Liggett, now com- 
manding the western division, hav- 
ing reached the retirement age and 
the Hawaiian post, like the Panama 
canal zone post, being open on that 
date because the present command 
hag completed his allotted term of 
service in insular possessions. Gen- 
eral Cronkhite has been assigned 
to the canal zone and will sail July 
1 for his new post. The Hawaiian 
command has not been announced. 

Still another important assign- 
ment will have to be filled Soon as 
a result of General Wood's intention 
to leave his present command of 
central division forces with head- 
quarters at Chicago. That post will 
be open soon after Wood returns 
from the Philippines, where he is 
now investigating conditions for the 
war and state departments. 

No Big Shake-Up. 

Generally speaking, it has been in- 
dicated by Secretary of War Weeks, 
the new headquarters organization 
and the selection of Genera] Persh- 
ing as chief of staff will not result 
in any tremendous. shake-up. There 
will, however, be many changes in 
commands because of the fact that 
numerous officers now serving in 
staff positions in Washington have 
exhausted the time allotted them 
away from troops and soon must go 
back to troops. 

Because of the Mexican and Jap- 
anese situations the most important 
assignments naturally will be those 
to the border, to the Hawailan 
islands and to the western division 
with headquarters at San Francis- 
co. It is neither the intention of 
Pershing nor Secretary Weeks to 
build any tremendous headquarters 
organization. Rather it is the pur- 
pose to organize a highly specialized 
nucleus about which might be creat- 
ed promptly, in event of wdr, a 
great headquarters staff. Pershing 
will devote much of his time to the 
creative work in this skeleton or- 
eanization, keeping in touch with 
the. development of the citizens’ re- 
serve training during the summer 
and in other ways keeping ready 
for the duty he would be called up- 
on in event of war, namely, taking 
active command of the American 
forces in the field.

Bread Question 


Puzzles Bakers; 
Unable to Agree 


Can’t Decide Standards of 
Quality or Weight 
of Loaf. 


BY RALPH H. TURNER.

Washington, May 24.—On the out- 

skirts of Washington, where the bu- 
reau of standards has removed it- 
self from the arnoyances of idown- 
town potitical life, a group of sci- 
entists, aided by a few master ba- 
kers, is wresil'ng with the ques- 
tion: 
' Shall the American housewife, 
when she buys a loaf of bread, be 
guaranteed the weight of that loaf” 
And if so, how? 

The occasion for it all is the 
fourteenth annual conference on 
weights and measures. Bread weight 
legislation is but one phase of the 
conclave, but no other topic is arous- 
ing greater discussion. 

The trouble seems to be that 
while the bread loaf can be stand- 
ardized as to weight, no system has 
been devised for insuring the quai- 
ity of the daily bread. 

Speaks for Bakers. 

Speaking from the. baker's stand- 
point, H. E. Barnard, director of the 
American Institute of Baking, ex- 
plained: 

‘The consumer can get a pound of 
alleged bread which will do her ab- 
solutely no good, or she can get the 
same weight of the must nourishing 
food in the world. Between these 
extremes there are innumerable vari- 
ations, for which no system of ac- 
curate standards has ever been de- 
vised.” 

This view was supported by Wil- 
liam F. Cluett, inspector of weights 
and measures in Chicago. Cluett 
pointed out that while nearly every 
state legislature was attempting to 
regulate the weight of a bread loaf 
—oven-side, twelve hours after bak- 
ing—very few of these masures said 
anything about the merits of the 
loaf. 

The baker’s spokesman declared 
that the regulation of weight fre- 
quently would operate against the 
housewife. Declines or increases in 
the price of flour, ne sata, should 
be reflected in the retail trade by 
the size of the loaf, explaining that 
these price fluctuations were too 
small to warrant the addition or 
reduction of a cent in the retail 
price. He lamented the idea that 
if the price of flour should make a 
fiftieth of a cent increase in the pro- 
duction cost of a loaf of bread, the 
baker would have to add a whole 
cent to the retail cost. The house- 
wife would be spared this raise, he 
said, if the baker were allowed to 
slightly reduce the weight of his 
loaf. 

Not Agreed On Question. 

“Thea bakers are not agreed that 
bread should be sold at standard 
weight,” suid Barnard, “but they all 
think the consumer should get what 
he pays for.” 

This could be done, he added, by 
permitting the bakers to produce 
any size loaf, but enforce them to 
stamp the weight on the package. 

Cluett countered: 

ae en the increase In cost of in- 
gredients amounts to less than half 
a cent per loaf, no change should 
be made in the selling price: 1f the 


increase is one-half cent or more, 
then -let the bakers raise the price 
one full cent. 

“If the baker is allowed to tell us 
the exact quality, weight and price 
of our bread,” Cluett continued, “it 
will be only a short time before oth- 
er dealers try to regulate the qual-| 
ity, price and amount of what we 
eat and wear.” | 

No one proposed solution of the 
problem by the suggestion that the 
housewife bake her own bread. 


HOSPITAL OFFICAL 
NN MACON RESIGN JOB 


Macon, Ga., May 24,—(Special.)— 
The disagtfeement of long standing 
between Mayor Glen Toole and regu- 
lar members of the board of commis- 
sioners of the Macon hospital culmi- 


nated tonight in the resignation of 
three members of the hospital board, 
the superintendent of the hospital 
and nurses training school, and four 
members of the _ superintendent's 
staff. The resignations of the super- 
intendent and her assistants are ef- 
fective June 9, two days following 
the graduating exercises for the 
nurses of the institution. 

The three hospital commissioners 
who resigned are Orville A. Park, 
Charles B. Lewis and John A. Strey- 
er. Miss Julia A. Clark is the su- 
Pperintendent and Misses Ora E. 
Riggs, Theresa Witford, Florence 
Higgins and Eva Levasseur are her 
assistants. 

As the hospital situation stands at 
the present moment, - Mayor Glen 
Toole is in supreme control. He is 
said to be planning to make R. L. 
Smith, who is chairman of the 
finance committee of city council and 
the representative of that body on 
the hospital commission, general 
manager of the hospital. 

Nurses employed by the hospital 
tonight stated they would give up 
their positions immediately, but for 
the fact that the patients now In the 
hospital would suffer, and the nurs- 
ing students be unable to graduate. 
They will remain until after the 
graduation, giving officials ample 
time in which to secure their suc- 
cessors. 

That Mayor Toole had been en- 
deavoring for some time to oust the 
present nursing staff as well as 
Chairman Park and other members 
of the commission with whom he 
could not agree, was generally 
known. The latest feature in con- 
nection with the case and one of the 
things that brought about the final 
break, is the mayor’s negotiations 
with a nurse in Birmingham to take 
charge of the nursing staff of the 
Macon hospital. This information 
reached Miss Clark, the superintend- 
ent, through a nursing agency which 
inquired why she was giving up her 

osition.

South Carolinian 
W ould Revise Law : 
On Cotton Futures 


Washington, May 24.—Revision of 
the Lever cotton future trading law 
in the interest of cotton producers 
was advocated today before the sen- 
ate agriculture committee by Sena- 
tor Dial, South Carolina, a cotton 
planter and mill owner. He’ de- 
clared the law did not work “hon- 
estly” and added: “I’m surprised 
that it has been allowed to remain 
on the statutes books.” 

Senator Dial produced figures to 
show that through specuiative fu- 
ture trading in one year there had 
been sold on the cotton exchange 
eight times the total cotton actual- 
ly produced. The senator said that 
he was not attacking the exchanges, 
but he said that future speculative 
trading should not be allowed to 
affect the prices of spot cotton. He 
expressed doubt whether mainte- 
nance of exchanges was necessary 
to the cotton trade. 

A specific bill which Senator Dial 
measure 
was his bill to amend the law relat- 
ing to performance of future con- 
tracts. It would give the seller as 
well as the buyer the right to de- 
liver one-half of the contract in 
two or more grades. This, Senator 
Dial said, would tend to steady. and 
regulate spot prices and place sell- 
ers on a closer plane with buyers. 

The committee deferred action on 
Senator Dial’s bill. 


LABOR SPOKESMAN 
RAPS SALES TAA 


Washington, May 24.—“Indignation 
meetings will be held every § city, 
town and hamlet in the country.” 
in protest against the sales tax if 
it is adopted, the senate finance 
committee was told today by Ed- 
ward F. McGrady, who said he was 
stating, for Samuel Gompers, the po- 
sition of the American Federation 
of Labor. The federation has taken 
a positive stand against the pro- 
posed tax, Mr. McGrady declared. 

“Five millions of the now idle 
and many other millions of those 
whose wages have been reduced from 
25 to 60 per cent are now to be 
called on to assume the added bur- 
he said. “Big business is 
now attempting to shift the burden 
of the war and the cost of the gov- 
ernment from their shoulders to the 
backs of the working men and 
women.” 

Mr. McGrady declared housewives 
would join with organized labor in 
opposing the sales tax and added 
that “their verdict will be final.” He 
said it might require some time to 
awaken the country to the issue, 
but predicted that the consumers, 
once aroused, would not permit con- 
gress to compel them to go down 
into their pockets to pay the gov- 
ernment’s way. 

“Those who have to count their 
pennies will send up a mighty roar 
of portest,” he said, ‘“‘They will re- 
fuse to submit to such taxation.” 


COMMITTEE WILL FIX 
IMMIGRATION TOTALS 


Washington, May 24.—A commit- 
tee to fix the. numbers of imigrants 
to be permitted to land-here from 
each country under the per centage 
bill just enacted was named today 
by Secretaries Hughes, Davis and 
Hoover. It consists of two repre- 
sentatives of each department, 

The representatives of the depart- 
ment of state will concern them- 
selves with the matter of geograpni- 
cal boundaries under the new Euro- 
pean politieal divisions, the depart- 
ment of labor representatives wiTl 
deal directly with the matter of 
immigration, while the representa- 
tives of the department of com- 
merce, under which the census bu- 
reau.is placed, will have to do with 
matters pertaining.to the allotment 
of immigration based upon the tnree 
per cent limit under the 1910 cen- 
sus. 

The committee must, under the 
law. credit to countries to which 
territory has been added since 19!0 
a proportionate number of immi- 
grants deducting the same number 
from the countries which have lost 
the territory. 

The committee consists of H. A. 
MacBride, chief of the visa section 
and Major Lawrence Martin, divi- 
sion of western European affairs, 
of the department of state, Wil- 
liam C. Hunt, chief statistician for 
population, and Dr. A. Hiilm, 
chief statistician for review «and 
results, of the department of com-. 
merce; Ethelbert Stewart, commis- 
sioner of labor statistics, and W. W. 
Husband, commissioner general of 
immigration, of the department or 
labor.

U.S. EXPORTS FAIL 


Washington, May 24.—Unsuccess- 
ful attempts were made in the house 
today to eliminate from the defi- 
ciency appropriations provisions for 
expenditure by the department of 
commerce of $250,000 for develop- 
ment of foreign trade and’‘a like 
amount for assistance to domestic 
industries. Opposition to the item 


came chiefly from democrats through 


points of order, which were quickly 
ruled.

“The sadness which swept over 
New England was widespread and 
profound. With the possible excep- 
tion of the grief just three years 
later on the sudden passing of Phil- 
lips Brooks, the Episcopal bishop of 
the diocese, only fifty-eight years 
old, and like Mr. Grady, an orator 
of rare charm and power, I have 
never seen a community 60 moved, 
ror heard expressions of sadness 
and grief so universal in the walk 
and eonversation of men. We had 
been thrilled, it seemed as if only 
the day before, by Mr. Grady's.elo- 
quence. Men’and women were: in- 
stinctively committing his words to 
memory. I was one to do so. I never 
get out to learn his speech heforé 
the Merchants’ association, but. soon 
I was reciting it, so readily did its 
passages fall from the tongue in 
their stately rhythm and. tender 
beauty. | 

“The greatest passages of litera- 
ture we never try to learn. They 
memorize themselves. By ‘this test 
we may know them.

mit of human achievement and hu- 
man glory—bliazsing out the path 
and making clear the way up which 
all the nations of the earth must 
come in God’s appointed time.’ 


Mighty Inspiration. 


“You, will agree with me that from 
southern lips this message of Grady’s 
—a mighty inspiration impels us to 
lose whatever eStranges, whatever 
divides—was the absolute fulfilment 
of the vision of Lincoln when he 
had said, nearly forty years before 
—and this is my second passage: 

“"*The mystic chords of memory, 
atretching from every battieficid 
and every patriot grave to every liv- 
ing heart and hearthstone all over 
this broad land, will yet swell the 
chorug of the union.’ 

“Thus these two great souls, these 
two great epirits join hands in faith 
and in fruition. 

“In conclusion, I may be permit- 
ted, as one who has been for more 
than thirty years a humble crafts. | 
man in the calling which Mr. Grady 
so pre-eminently adorned, to dis-| 
close the natural response of the 
newspaperman to such an occasion 
as this. We are habitually dealing 
with the transient and the chang- 
ing. 

Abiding Sentiments, 

“We are at the ends of telegraph 
wires which link the world in a 

reat net+work of communication: 
mmediate happenings, in their rapid 
siccession, make the sum and gsub- 
stance of our days. We buy and 
sell the news of the minute. From 
this customary attitude of mind we 
like to swing over oncé in a while 
to those things which are the most 


nearly abiding In all human experi- 
ence. 1 shall try to do so today. 


While literature and eloquence and 
philosophy are replete with words 
that seem written solely to. serve 
ag tributes to the great spirit whom 
you commemorate here today, my 
every-day work oves me to seek 
the utterance pafamount, in an ad: 
dress of Pericles, delivered 431 years 
befbre the Christian era, at the fu- 
neral of those who had given their 
lives for the Athenian common- 
wealth in the Peloponnesian war. 
From that source we may bring to 
the monument of Mer. Grady words 
on which the cénturies have niaced 
their consecrating fiand, For said 
Pericles:

For the whole earth ts the 
sepulichre of famousg,men;: and their 
story is not graven only on stone 
over their native earth, but lives on

Flanking the crowd and dotted 
Sparsely through it were confeder- 
ate veterans, men from the Soldiers’ 
Home, wiping tears from eyes that 
has seen his generosity arrange to 
house their last faltering days. It 
was he, you Know, who played the 
magic of his pen on a city’s heart 
and built for them the home that 
has held them for years. There were’ 
once many more in that home than 
there are now—every month fewer 
steps resound through the halls. 
fewer hearts still thank Henry Gra- 
dy for the things he did for them. 

There were. alS0 in that crowd. 
though in still fewer numbers, men 
who had opposed the ranks of gravy. 
Men who had marched. throues 
Georgia behind Sherman’s torch, 
federalists. They were there to 
pay their respects to the man who 
had’ shown them a south to ‘ove, 
thousands of southern hands ‘to 
Srasp. They stood shoulder to shoul- 
der with the veterans of Lee’s army: 
their tribute was as sincere and 2s 
honest as that from the men who 
had once heard the whistle of 
their minnite-balls 

Since Grady’s day, Atlanta has 
been a city of young men. In the 
throng, then, were the young men 
of the city. inspired by the eulogy 
to one of their kind, an eXemplar-— 
zealous, progressive, spiritually 
alive. 

First and last, the spirit of Grady 
was there, and this was as intend- 
ed by, the proponents of the day. 
Grady will not be forgotten, and 
the spirit that ruled the milling 
thousands as they scattered from 
the monument will persist. The 
flaz came down, drooping peace- 
fully in the quiet air, the last strain 
of the natioral anthem died gently 
the crowd dispersed. Not to sigh 
relievedly’ that the Grady celebra- 
tion was over, but to go their 
ways inspired, with a renewed re- 
spect for Grady and his greatness,

The gray of the Confederacy «was | 
noted with the khaki of the worid 
war. Gray-bearded veterans march- 
ed with erippled. fighters wounded 
overseas. Men’s organizations, 
woman's clubs, schools, scientific 
and professional. societies, business, 
social. civic, patriotic, religious and 
educational bodies were all present. 

Children dressed in white march- 
ed with old men and old women who 
wefe contemporaneous with Grady. 
Nefro children from various negro 
schools and organizations were in 
the procession. Military schools of 
the Atlanta district were both in 
the parade and formed guide lines in 
the streets. 

There was a solemprity and digni- 
ty about the parade hardly seen in 
any. other kind of a _ procession. 
There was no touch of mourning 
but & spirit of silent tribute noted 
everywhere. The crowds lining the 
streets did not cgceer but removed 
hats from heads as the flower bear- 
ers and distinguished guests march- 
ed by. 

Parade Begins to Move. 

At the chamber of commerce there 
was much bustling activity before 
the parade finally was organized. 
Secretary Charles E. Robertson. D. 
C. Lawhon, President Lee Ashcraft! 
and several leading directors were) 
here, there and everywhere prepar-| 
ing for the big: event.

His appeal to the conscience of 
the people—his assurance that the 
great problems of racial relation- 
ship can and will be solved—reads 
taday like an inspiration; and the 
importance of striving toward a 
right and just solution is eloquent- 
ly expressed in Henry Grady’s 
statement— 

"I had rather see my 
rénder back this question rightly 
sdived than to see them gather all 
the spoils over which faction has 
centended since Cataline conspired 
and Caesar fought.”

Editor Constitution: Seventy-one 
years afterwards, Georgia is cele- 
brating the birth of ong of her il- 
‘lustrious sons. No man deserves 
this tribute of honor and devotion 
more than does Henry W. Grady. 
that sweet spirit of the south who 
journeyed to the north to carry to 
her former foes &@ message Of 
friendship and good will from the 
vanquished south—a south just re- 
covering from Sherman's march to 
the sea, and the iniquities of re- 
construction. 

And Grady’s message was re- 
ceived in the same spirit in which 
it was given. The south and the 
north clasped hands, and a decade 
later the Spanish-American war 
witnessed the wiping out of the last 
vestige of sectionalism. 

Today, when Europe is torn by 
jealousies, both petty and great, 


between her warring states, and 
stirred by racial animosities, she 
needs a spiritlike Henry W. Grady’s 
to speak from the past and offer a 
basis for solution. Only in accept- 
ing the advice of Grady can the 
sOuth be prevented from bécom- 
ing a second Balkans. 

Grady’s great messages were two- 
fold—rconciliation between the 


northandthe south, and racial co- 
Operation between the white man 
and the black. Let uS not overlook 
the two. The south readily ac- 
cepted the first great principle and 
has prospered. Grady died “liter- 
ally loving the nation into peace.” 

The second has not been so read- 
ily followed, and today more than 
thirty years after his death, his 
wordsuponthe race question pass 
almost unheeded. Had we followed 
his advice we would not now be so 
embarrassed by certain things 
which have arisen to plague our 


souls. 
Noblesse Oblige. 
Weof the superior race have not 


followed Grady’scounsel, and done 
all we should to eliminate race fric- 
tion. We have not entered whole- 
heartedly into a spirit of reconcilia- 
.tion between the two races. as we 
have done between the two sections. 
This second path is harder, to be 
sure, but until we remember that 
‘noblesse oblige,” that we of the 
advantaged have certain obliga- 
tions to the disadvantaged, that we 
who are strong ought to bear the 
infirmities of the weak—and bear 
with their infirmities. ofttimes—we 
can never effect a satisfactory set- 
tlement of the race question, and no 
question is ever settled until it Is 
settled right. 

That the reconstruction period did 


more to set back the progress of the 
black man, to inflame the passions 
of the white against the black, and 
to promote suspicion on the part 
of the blacks towards their former 
masters, no fair-minded man can 
deny. There is no use, however, 
after forty years have passed, to 
be continually looking backward 
and letting the passions of yester- 
day darken our vision of the fu- 
ture or even obscure the needs of 
the present. 

Grady, with that clear vigion, 
which was always his, saw the folly 
of looking backward, and spoke 
words of wisdom to his fellowmen. 
He knew that the white people of 
the south must bear the burdens 
of the race problem, and while the 
evils of reconstruction were still 
fresh upon his memory, he refused 
to be bound by the fetters of the 
past and looked steadily into the 
future, pointing out that vision of 
anew heaven and a new earth, of a 
city beautiful, of a state righteous. 


Grady loved the south, yet he 
was not sectional, he loved his own 


people, yet he did not forget 
the needs of the  blaek men 
and women and their’ children 
around him. He reminded the 
white man of his obligation 
to the black. He was not 
afraid to speak of it. Even outside 
the bounds of his own state, yet,’ 
even in New York, he dared discuss 
the race question, and to say con- 
cerning the negro: “We remember 
with what fidelity for four vears he 
guarded our defenseless women and 
children, whose husbands and 
fathers were fighting against his 
freedom, To his eternal credit be 
it said that whenever he struck a 
blow for his own liberty, he fought

pends. bps | problem is to carry 
within her body politic two sepa- 
rate races, and nearly equal in num- 
bers. She mustcarry these races in 
peace, for discord means ruin. She 
must carry them separately, for as- 
similation means debasement. She 
must carry them in equal justice, for 
to this she is pledged in honor and 
gratitude. She must carry them 
even unto the end, for in human 
probability we will never be quit of 
either. 
South's Own Problem. 

“Not in passion, my countrymen, 
but in reason—not in narrowness, 
but in breadth—that we may solve 
this problem in calmness and in 
truth, and lifting its shadows, let 
perpetual sunshine pour down on 
two races, walking together in peace 
and contentment. 

“If the problem be solved at all— 
and I firmly believe it will, though 
nowhere else has it been—it will 
be solved by the people most deeply 
bound in interest, most deeply 
ledged in honor to its sobhutino. I 
had rather see my people render 
back this question rightly solved 
than to see them gather all 
spoils over which faction has con- 
tended since Cataline conspired and 
Caesar fought. 

“We open to 
every pursuit in 
prosper, and seek to broaden his 
training and capacity. We seek to 
hold his confidence and friendship, 
and to pin him to the soil with 
ownership, that he may catch in the 
fire of his own hearthstone that 
sense of responsibility the shiftless 
can never know. And We gather 
him into that alliance of intelli- 
genceand responsibility that,thougn 
it now runs close to racial lines, 
welcomes the responsible and intelli- 
gent of any race. By this course. 
confirmed in our judgment and 
justified in the progress already 
made, we hope to progress slowly 
but surely to the end. . 

“Self-interest, as well as honor, 
demands that he should have this. 
Our future, our very existence, de- 
pend upon our working out this 
problem in full and exact justi¢e. 
The south, with the north, protests 
against injustice to this ‘simple and 
sincere people. Faith will be kept 
with him in the future, if the south 
holds her reason and integrity.” 

At Augusta, shortly before his 
death, he advocated the only so0lu- 
tion to the race problem which rea- 
son can offer, namely, education. 
“Let us educate him (the negro) s0 
that he may no longer be the sport 
of the thoughtless or the prey of 
the unscri@pulous. . . . Let us 
lead him in steadfast Ways of citi- 
zenship.” Pity is that we do not 
attempt to carry out wholeheart- 
edlv the suggestion of Grady. 

In several states of the south, no- 
tably in Alabama, North Carolina 
and Virginia, state-wide efforts are 
being made, and leaders are actually 
trying to work out the race problem 
in something like a spirit of tntelli- 
gent co-operation, Georgia, wnich 
gave Grady to the south and to the 
nation, should take heed to the 
great message which he gave to us 
in dying. I can only close this 
article by repeating Grady’s quo- 
tationin hisfamous address before 
the New England society dinner in 
New York: “There was a south of 
slavery and secession—that south is 
dead. There is a south of union 
and freedom—that south—thank 
God, is living, breathing, growing 


every hour.’

With ordinary tonsiliitie there is 
fever, general maijaiee, duN head- 
ache and the familiar aches and 
pains of acute infections generally. 
In children there may be little or 
no complaint of soreness in the 
throat or palim on swallowing, and 
henoce the nature of the iNness may 
be unrecognized unless the throat 
is examined. 

Children or young adults who have 
chronically diseased tonsils are 
liable to acute attacks of this kind 
at frequent intervals. When three 
successive attacks of tonaillitis have 
occurred within three years, it is 
high time to have the tongils re- 
moved, if indeed, some ineidious yet 
serious systemic injury has not al- 
ready n done, 

The reason why tonsillitis is more 
prevalent in April and May than in 
other months is that, in our univer- 
sal fear of fresh air, weather, cold, 
dampness and exposure, we keep so 
thoroughly housed up and overdress: 
ed ali winter that our natural re 
sistance to infections of the respira- 
tory tract is at a pretty low ebb in 
the spring. 

One with tonsillitis should go to 
bed at once and remain there for 
the duration of the illness, even 
though he still feel “strong enough 
to fight it.” Disobedience of this 
rule is accoumtable for mamy a se- 
rious complication particularly in 
the way of valvular lesions. of the 
heart. The sad part of it is that 
the valves of the heart may be in- 
volved by a lodgement thereon of 
germs coming th h thie blood 
stream from the seat of infection in 
the tonsile without any definite 
evidence which would apprise the 
patient of the complication, until 
long after the illmess has been for- 
gotten. 

Gargling with a golutiion of all 
the boric acid the boiled water will 
take up, mat ae possible, every hour, 
will accompl as much and more 
than any nostrum. | 

Cold ocOmptesses kept om the 
throat, changed every hour, for a 
day or two, give more relief, when 
there is much soreness or rawness, 
than any other application. A cold 
compress consists of two or three 
yards of cheesecloth folded into a 
pad 4 or 6x8 or 12 inches, and wet 
with ice cold or very oold water 
applied to the throat and covered 
with oiled silk or wexed paper or 
woolen flannel. 

Otherwise the home treatment for 
acute tongillitis is the same as thie 
home treatment for acute coryza 
or other acute respiratory infection.

New York, Ma 24.—Twilight finds 
Madison Square a haven of rest and 
peace for the forlorn flotsam and 
jetsam of New York’s unemployed. 
On the benches are young men in 
flannel shirts, their dreams turned 
drab,.and old men—human anh- 
achronisms with stained yellow 
teeth and eyes that look out from 
saffron sockets. 

Out along the curbing stretch the 
ancient Jehus in battered plug hats 
clinging with dogged persistence to 
their mid-Victorian four-wheelers. 
The cloak and suit lofts are ghostly 
with little lozenges of light. Atop 
the Madison Square tower stands a 
scarred Diana, the golden glitter 
turned to rust. 

There are sporadic outbursts of 
monosyllabic talk. “Hey, Jack, 
gotta match”—"“Hell of a thing the 
war did for me”—"I sent my last 
dollar home tonight"—‘I’m not go- 
in’ to hunt a job tomorrow without 
a cup of cawfee.” No one takes the 
trouble to keep up conversation. It 
dies of inanation. 

The patient little band of. Salva- 

tion Army workers make their 
“pitch” near the crowded benches. 
The occupants look on sullenly— 
giving no hint of any emotion the 
exhorters may have excited. Dark- 
ness comes and liveried limousines 
Slide softly up Fifth avenue to the 
opera, theater cafes and Life! And 
the tail lights gleam red in the 
night. 
: “See the red light on that buzz 
wagon,” says a raddied bench- 
warmer. No response, but he con- 
tinues: “This whole country will see 
red before long.” And from the tat- 
terdemalion’s pocket protrudes a 
rabid radical weekly. The spirit of 
anarchy is not the spirit of Madison 
Square, however. In the fog of de- 
pression Hope is always looming 
faintly. 


Many of them are men schooled 


in the University of Hard Knocks. 
They have seen hard times come and 
go and they rarely whine. I sat 
next one middle-aged man and tried 
to stir him to conversation. He sald 
little, but he preached a sermon in 
these few words: “If I'd only gone 
to school when I had the chanst.”

While the 
chauffeur waited for the traffic sig- 
nal to move she took a cigarette 
from the window container in the 
car and lighted it-—inhaling witn 
the snap that goes with experience. 
An elderly man passed. He looked 
in the car, stopped and tapped on 
the window. She opened the door 
and shouted: “Hello, Daddy!” And 
then the car moved on, leaving me 
an innocent bystander wondering in 
my bourgeoisie way if it really was 
her father. 


When Maurice Maeterlinck was in 
New York he was besieged by 
movie producers to write for the 
films. He finally signed one con- 
tract and was induced to go to Cali- 
fornia to study screen technique. 
The head of the film company is an 
enterprising fellow who was raised 
on the east side.

New Insect Pest 
Is Discovered 
In New Orleans 


Washington, May 24.—Discovery 
in New Orleans of the camphor 
scale, a new insect pest, was an- 
nounced today by the department of 
agriculture. It may prove a “dire 
menace” to the citrus fruit orchards 
and other cultures of the country 
unless checked, the department said. 
Local authorities were said to be 
taking active steps to control the 
pest and have asked the assistance 
of the federal horticultural board 
and the bureau of entomology in 
the work. 

The insect was discovered attack- 
ing camphor trees in the residential 
area of New Orleans. How it got 
into the United States is unknown, 
but entomologists believe it was in- 


troduced little more than a year 
ago. Hitherto it has been known 
to exist almost exclusively in India, 
China and Japan. Reported occur- 
rences of it in the Philippines and 
Porto Rieo are. being investigated 
as a result of the outbreak in New 
Orleans.

Senator France 
Sails for Study 
Of Red Russia 


New York, May 24.—United States 
Senator Joseph I. France, of Mary- 
land, sailed aboard the steamship 
Aquitania today to spend several 
weeks in Russia. He announced 
that representatives of the soviet 
government will meet him in London 
and escort him into Russia, either 
through Riga or Libau. 


During his visit, Senator France 
said he expected to interview vari- 
Ous bolshevik leaders, including 
Lenine and Trotzky, and obtain an 
understanding of conditions there. 
He plans to pass at least six weeks 
in Moscow, the seat of the soviet 
government. 

Senator France gaid that he hoped 
to bring about a series of confer- 
ences which would improve rela- 
tions between the soviet government 
and the American government. 

The senator declared that better 
relations with Russia was a matter 
of practical politics. 

“We did not approve the regime 
of the late czar,” he added, “and we 
do not need to approve the soviet. 
There are colleagues of mine in the 
senate of whom I do not approve and 
if I can be tolerant of them—some 
of them—lI think I can be tolerant of 
some of the views of soviet leaders.

The 
weather in the south continued fa- 
vorable, leading to expectations of 
a bearish weekly report from the 
weather bureau tomorrow.

10 SAVE GORDON 


The movement to have the govern- 
ment countermand its recent order 
providing for the wrecking of Camp 
Gordon and to convert the barracks 
into a rehabilitation camp for dis- 
abled soldierg will be given impetus 
at a meeting this morning in Mayor 
Key's office. Congressman W. D. 
Upshaw, one of the staunchest agi- 
tators of the plan, will be present, 
and the report of a special commit- 
tee ot medical men who made an 
inspection of the camp last Sunday 
will be received, 

Mr. Upshaw stated Tuesday,night 
that both Gen@ral Pershing a Gen- 
eral] Sawyer, rsonal physician to 
President Harding and in charge of 
the mehabilitation and vocational 
training for disabled soldiers, are 
in favor of the retention of Camp 
Gordon, and that he is highly hope- 
ful of success. 

Recently Zode Smtih, general man- 
ager of the city waterworks, went 
to Washington at the request of 
Mayor Key to intercede on behalf 
of the retention of Camp Gordon. 
While in Washington Mr. Smith con- 
ferred with General Pershing, Gen- 
eral Sawyer and other officials. 

*The situation as put up to Mr. 
Smith was to the effect that if a 
committee of 50 men of the medical 
profession of Atlanta would volun- 
teer part of their time and services 
to the maintenance of the medical 
and hospital end of the camp hos- 
mitals, it would add materially to 
the chances for retaining the camp. 

Accordingly Mr. Smith upon his 
return put the matter up to the 
mayor. A committee was appointed 
to inspect the camp, and will render 
its report on the conditions found 
at the meeting Wednesday. 

Mr. Upshaw arrived in Atlanta 
Tuesday for the purpose of obtain- 
ing definite data for presentation 
to army officials regarding the plan 
upon his feturn to Washington. 

The congressman stated that he 

received a telegram Tuesday’ in 
which mention was made of the fact 
that General Sawyer had announced

BUILDING 1S GHEAPER, 
DECLARES EXCHANGE 


Marked decrease in the cost of 
labor and building supplies is shown 
in the last weekly bulietin issued 
by the Atlanta builders’ exchange. 
A special committee has been at 
work for several weeks compiling 
figures to show just what effect 
the decline in prices has had on the 
cost of the finished structure. 

Taking the average 1914 wage 
scale for construction workers in 
Atlanta at 100, the average, the bul- 
letin shows, is now 182, which shows 
a considerable drop from 267, the 
highest point reached between 1914 
and the present. The present cost 
of an ordinary cottage or bungalow 
shows a decline of 36 per cent in 
cost over that of 1920, and it is also 
shown that a two-story, nine-room 
house which cost at the lowest bid 
in 1920, the sum of $30,000, is now 
being built for $22,500, showing @ 
25 per cent decline. 

The report cites the present co- 
operation of labor, as opposed to the 
antagonism of the past. The com- 
mittee stated as its opinion: “While 
the market of both labor and ma- 
terial is still on a downward trend, 
no marked changes will take place 
in the lowering of prices during the 
next year or two, but that the still 
lowering of prices will take flace 
as a very gradual decline over a 
long period of years. This conclu- 
sion in confirmed by an investi- 
gation of periods in the industrial 
history of this country, similar to 
that through which we are now 
passing.”
